CHIEF DUTY OF THE PUBLIC 
W a rM Isw c. warden at Ring Ring, is certain to stir 
considerable discussion by his recent declaration that res­ 
toration of the criminal to his proper place in society is 
the |»rincipa! duty of (I# public. 
By naming the public 
as custodians of this difficult task, it may be taken for 
granted that Mr. latwe* means the courts and other agen­ 
cies which directly represent thé public, or supposedly so, 
in these matters. 
Warden La we» is an authority oh prison problems, but 
Thare will be many who will take issue with him on this 
point. The Daily does not believe that the principal duty 
of courts and prisons is restoration of the criminal, but 
rather restraint of the criminal. It Is true that one func­ 
tion of the courts is to mete out justice to those who have 
been mistreated, but their principal function 1s to pro­ 
vide an agency for publishing those Who outrage the 
rights of others. 
‘the Selma Timea-Journal takes the position that there 
ire differences in criminals, some of them lieing victim? 
of their own thoughtlessness, while others possess crim­ 
inal minds and if not entirely incorrigible, are very nearly 
o. 
The Journal would seek some means of separating 
thgse into classes, in order that different regulations 
night be provided for each. 
The point appears to The Daily to be very well taken. 
First offenders deserve consideration not deserved by sec- 
md, third and fourth offenders.
